General Strike and British 
Labor Movement are 
Topics of Speeches

newly-formed Labor Club of McGill 
ji'strrdny afternoon in the Union A. 
J^. Hutchinson spoke at some length 
on the I^bor Club of Cambri.lçe. it 
lilHtorj- ■ and orBanlzation. W. C. 
rordhnm. another member of the 
CHmbridRO team, spoke on the general 
nUlUo. in Encland and its effects on 
I , Knp-lish politics. The mecLinp was en- 
livi?ned by a general discussion in 
wliich many of the members present 
took part. 

The I-.abor Club of Cambridge grew 
out of a branch of ihr Fnhian Society 
■which existed at the University be- 
fore the war, slated .Mr. HutchlnBcr.. 
Jkn Kfillng m!iy be named us thr or- 
gHnlzcr, and In this connection there 
Is an interesting story, continued the 
speaker. Kelr Hardie who was invited 
to address the club was banned from 
Canilirldf-'e. Koilini: dres-sed up a.s 
Jlardio and arrived at the station. On 
Blighting he was mobbed. In the 
meantime Hardie . was holding the 
tneetlnr- 

After the war the Fabian Society 
failed and the Labor Club was form- 
êd. In this reorganized -cltib. dons .and 
tnanr prominent students enrolled. 
•Throughout the war the student cl 
English universities became interest 
ed In L.aibor and the point of view of 
tlie worWngman . The lead.lng Socla 
lists of the country were ln\ited to 
eddresB the club. The custom of hav- 
ing teas every Sunday at which labor 
topics were discussed was evolved. 
At the regular meeting of the club 
^^Id have some promineilt man 
■aa^rMs^tis, said the speaker. Some- 
timet^ we would have a Cummiin.bt. 
On one occasion Saklatvala was In- 
vited. He was shadowed, but got off 
at a small station while someone else 
■went to Cambridge as a decoy. This 
jjorson met a ver>' hof-tilt crowd but 
the real meeting wus beln^ held in u 
drawing room in LOTdon. Some of the 
members of the Uabor CTlub arc socia- 
lists some Communists and some 
Liberal Laborlten. In tiint- of general 
elections the club .supported the J^abor 
candidates and gets in touch with 
trade unionists all round. Mr. Hut- 
chison spoke of the Insiglil Isto labor 
c'lndiiions one acquires by mingling 
with these people. 

The Trade Union Council have a 
council once a month and the Cam 
bridge Labor Club is represented. It 
also sends a ropresentative to thi- 
University Labor Conference. This 
conference connects all the socialists 
In the Universities. There is props - 
fc'anda spread at the beginning of the 
year to attract freshtnen. The club 
is an Integral purl of the general 
labor movement, it was stressed. 

The constitution of the club Is 
eimplc. There Is a committee elected 
each term composed of a chairman 
ond a secretary. This committee ar- 
ranges the pollcj' and program of the 
club. The club also does practical 
m-ork such as giving financial assist- 
ance to the minors. 

Commenting on the general strike 
the Bpeakcr said that the majority of 
socialists think that the strike Is 
just and that the govcminont Is 
wrong. The membris of tlip dub dis- 
tribute the Tradt' Union pa.iHir wliich 
they put out during the strike. The 
eoyerninont paper was biased. 

An excellent feature of the JSngllsh 
■system, th^spcakor noted, was the 
. close conneotlon between academic so- 
; oialism and practical affairs. The

Personality and it« telation to phy- 
sical structui-o has'':^>^ecelvcd a great 
deal of attention in scientific circle 
in recent years. The glandular hypo 
thesis that the various phases of per- 
.-lonallty are dependent upon and regu 
lated by the sccrctlniix of the endoc 
rlne glands has been the subject of 
|)artlcular Investigation. Some psy 
chologlsts have even gone to the 
lengths of a.s.serting that personality 
will soon be able to be expressed in 
terms of physico-chemical formula 

Mr. MacLeod, having mndo a special 
study of this hypothesis, Is well equip 
|)cd to critlcl.se it. The kindred quea 
of the posalbililies of judging charac- 
ter and personality on a basis of phy- 
sical characteristics will also receive 
treatment. Phrenology, palmistry, and 
similar pseudo-sciences have been sub 
Jectod to careful analysis by exporl 
mental psychologists. The results are 
very significant.

The history and sjTnbolIsm of Uie 
great Gothic ciLhedrals of Uoucn, 
.Votre Dnme do Paris and Ftc.auvals 
were discussed In an lllustmtod Icc- 
tUTo by F. McCullngli H.A. at the 
l.lterarj- and Philosophlcil Society 
which met yesterday evening in tho 
Presbyterian College., Mr. .McCullagh 
who is a lecturer In the department of 
clussics ut McGill introduced the sub- 
ject by reviewing the history and 
thought of the people who lived dur- 
ing the erection of those cathedrals 
at th.'i.t vine. 

Ilo slated that the CJithetlval at 
Kcims was perhaps the most interest 
ing he had visltc<i on iiccount of Its 
varied history. AlthoniKh biait n 1213 
it wiw not finished till 1429. .Some 
years after its eectlon a geat portion 
of Its structure was doNtroyed by 
fire but It w-as rubullt and during tho 
into war ihiK cathedral was shelled 
almost to complete ruin. The exterior 
of the cathedral la very beautifully 
■ Icsigncd and adorned by over 500 
stone figures of which 200 aje life 
.size. IC'icli and ovory figin-u which 
s erectetl represents either some 
thought or part of Uhe history of the 
lime. . 

Tho next cathedral of Interest Is 
that of .Votre Dame do Paris. He de- 
clared that this cathedral had suffer- 
ed many experiences in the course of 
time. During the reign of Louis I.\ of 
I->anco he .always prayed before its 
I)ort;ils before sett'ng out on his cru- 
!!.ades. Then at tho time of tho Re- 
volution In I'Vnnce, It was. used aa a 
dancing hall and a storehouse for 
wine, .\fier the return of the victor- 
ious N'apoleon. ho was crowned the 
lOinperor of France in the same 
cathedrals of Uoucn, Beauvals and 
Various others. The speaker then 
dealt briefly with mesining and sym- 
bolism of cathedral art. The chlct" 
Iiurposo of these .symbols were to 
sene as a nieajis of Instructing those 
who -were unable to read. In tWs way 
they were tible lo acquaint themselves 
with the bî.blical stories and past hls- 
toi-y of tho time.

F. R. Scott Makes Best 
Speech of Evening in Opin- 
ion of Adjudicators 

A piekeil team wan defeated by the 
Cambridge team now touring this 
continent In a debate held In Moyse 
Hall last night. 

The discussion was marked by keen 
witticism and r|.i;,-,am on the part of 
the visiting- men. while the .McGllI de- 
baters rrvo„Ir-.l ,;,-u-eful preparation 
and spoke with fluency and case. 

Tho judges, C. H. Cahan. K.C., Ed- 
ouard .Montpetit and .1. .Murray Gibbon 
were unanimous in their ileci.slon. They 
uere al.io of tho opinion that the most 
.ulturcfl and polished address of the 
fivenlng was delivered by F. B. Scott. 

At the outset Col. Wilfred Bovey 
discu.iaed the last visit ot a Cambridge 
team here. "As a graduate of Cam- 
bridge and .McGllI f am looking for- 
ward tonight as to whether 'we beat 
us' " he declare.l. The occasion he said 
afforded the audience an opportunity 
to listen to representatives ot the 
youth of the Empire discuss a problem 
of vital Interest. 

Ilcsolved: that this house deplores 
ihf growing tendency ot Government 
to Invade the rights o* individuals. 
Opening th ca.se tor the affirmative, 
Errol Amaron first welcomed the de- 
baters to .McGIII. 

He then pointed out to the' attitude 
"f the affirmative — they did not want 
to maintain the policy ot laissez taire 
or ultra-lndlvlduallsm. Rather did 
they believe In the right of the indi- 
vidual to obtain self-e.xpresslon. Only 
when In obtaining their individu» Ut».- 
should they interfere with another In- 
dividual then would It be the duty of 
the state to interfere. 

Turning to the gre.it war Amaron 
pointed out that the Individuality 
hown by Cana.la's fightini: forces at 
the front wa.s due to the fact that the 
Nonunion had ever given free reign 
to her citizens. Originality and initia- 
tive was fostered in Canada with the 
attending benefioial results. Govern- 
ment Interference should the present 
tendency oonilnue would take away 
from Can.ida Its greatest Inheritance.

^TTPHOLDING tho right of the state 
to Invade the rlBl>ts of individu- 
als, the Catiibrltlse. debating te.im now 
nil tour inB on thl.-s continent last night 
Tniet'and defeated a picked McGlll team 
|m In Moyse Hall. Tho Cambridge men 
C. Fordham, A. L. Hutchlston and 
'W-'a-C.G. Uerklot?. brought .to the debate 
J-^that brilliant repartee and ease of 
^^iinannc* which hap ch.irarterlzcri tho 
?'B^yle of the Enplish to.im.'^ who have 
debated against .McGill in the past, 
lIcGiU. repi-csonlcd by F. Tl. Scott 
Krrol C. Amaroii and Bernard M 
VAiexandor had the utrongc-it leam that 
has been inatchcd .-xg.iinsi visitors from 
' Englrad^Jof «oiïiC'-ycars. They con- 
fined 'theifiseh-ps. more to the Canadian 
method of debate, insisted on a rigid 
' adherence to the mensiire as laid be- 
fore tho debaters, .and took the entire 
' discussion with a seriousnes.s which 
' stood out ill ir.rirketl contrast to the 
.shafts of wil which the Cambridge 
men used to penetrate the heavier ar- 
gumenlF iidvanccd hy the .McC.lU team. 
Pointed phrase and clever epigram 
served to upset the balanced and even 
arguments of our men and !t was licrc 
UiBt the Camliridpe debaters were able 
to make so strong a case. They per- 
mitted the affirmative to pile on ar- 
gument after argument and then pro- 
ceeded w 1th pointed . attacks against 
ihe heavy structure and succeeded in 
•upsetting it. 
(The speeches of the entire evening 
'were gracefully delivered. There was 
fluency on V/oth sides and if the McGill 
debaters had the greater material it 
must be remembered that upon them 
rested tlie burden of proof. The C^iim- 
bridge men had only to penetrate the 
arguments of the McGill team to win. 
TbiB they did with ilia: subtle m'^ihoii 
•f argument which has. defeated .Mi - 
A Gill on three previous occasions.

LONG apu. -when few men .save 
cliuiclimen and rare, odd, scho- 
lars knew the wonderful art of writing, 
it was ihouBhl extrao: diiiuvy that any 
(.imuioii man should be able 10 sign 
Ills name, when hl.s jicers were forced 
to content themselves with awkward 
croases on any documents needing their- 
signatures But as lliiits dianged, and 
iiioregCpinplicateU inelliods of business 
begl^E^l^pread over liie Jîuropean 
worlS^'papers and parchments .sup- 
planted waxen tablets in everyday use, 
and writing changed, as it is still 
ohanglni;, to fewer and simpler forms.

Far from having n stultifyInK cffoct 
the state Is bringing moi-e liberty to 
the Individual, Fordham said. 

More Individuality 

"The fallacy is that people are be 
coming a unified mass as a result of 
stale legislation," he declared. "1 sug- 
gest lhat there is more Individuality 
more freedom of thought than ever be- 
fore." 

Kvery Government In the last SO 
years has worked on the assumption 
of more and more legislation us society 
lins gi-own more complex. As society 
grows more complicated the function 
of the .Hiai.- must iii. iease. The stand 
taken by ilic .-iff iniiat ive was one in 
favor of stagiiaiioii. I'oidliam main- 
tained. The functions of a Govern- 
ment are to create and promote llberty. 

Iii the industrial world there are 
those who invest their iiKiiiey in in- 
dustry and those who invest tlieir 
lives. The latter tjiust receive tlieir 
protection and rights from state legis- 
lation. 

Alexandor then luking up McGill's 
i^tiind argued iliai the Cambridge men 
were missing the issue. He suld that 
they must lecognl/.e that there is a 
tendency lo invade Ihu rights of llic 
individual, 'i'he subject specifii:ally 
stales as much. 

Ho granted that much legislatiOTi 
liud help.:.! lo bring freedom. But 
llierc were iliiiils. 

Alexandor then j)rocccded lo discuss 
iiidlviduHllly. "It is the greatest thing 
111 the lives of men," he said. "Con- 
sider Al.^CIII without the i-'ortniglitly 
Jicview — 1111 individual sliccl. We 
adinlio it as u mark of individuality. 
The Cambridge team itself lias murks 
of individuality — they have been 
known to spend much time not exact- 
ly speaking on the subject, sir, J like 
that." 

Legislation's Effects 
He pointed to lioblnson Crusoe as an 
example of an individual to the ex- 
treme, but there was no uociuty around 
him. A mass of salt can only have a 
cunsistcncy that each of its particles 
have. So society must be built up of 
IndlvidualB. The tendency of legis- 
lation he'it^horiuitei'izcd as equal to an 
effort to reduce a forest of maple trees 
to the level of a sarden hcdt;e.' Such 
legislation cannot but have a bad ef- 
fect, it represses and Is like the mor- 
ality of a penltcnllLiry where one is 
t;ood because he lias lo be good. 
' A. J... Hutchinson, Graliam's School 
and Christ's College contended that 
"the every day facts of life suggest 
that the motion is untrue." There lias 
been no really scrlou;] tendency for 
legislation to inyo.de the rights of In- 
dividuals. To prove this lie guoted 
hls.to^'lcaJljy .i.o shoyir t^c .deyjel^pment
